Claims 77-83 have been cancelled. 

Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
amended the claims to require that the device be an aneurismal tissue treatment 
device, and included a Markush group of various therapeutic agents. The claims also 
require a pump and tubing. The closest prior art is now the patent to Urquhart, US 
3,797,485, however, Urquhart does not disclose a pump for use with aneurysms, but for 
systemic administration of drugs through "intact blood vessels" (column 1 , line 38) to 
avoid puncturing the blood vessel. Various drugs are administered. There is no 
suggestion absent hindsight reconstruction to use the Urquhart device for an aneurysm 
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in view that it is for intact tissue, and aneurysmal tissue is damaged and unpredictable, 
and the device is for systemic delivery. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee.
